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HIS Hofpkal enjoys fmgular Advantages, in Regard to 



X the important Ends of the Eftabliftiment, from its Neigh- 
bourhood to tlie Shipping below Bridge, and a large Body of 
People, fuch as Seamen, Watermen, Coal-heavers, Shipwrights, 
Rope-makers, Sail-makers, befide the numerous Manufadlurers* 
in Spital- fields, and the eallern Part of the Metropolis; to all 
of whom this Hofpital is of lingular Service. — The Wards, by 
tiieir Magnitude and Airinefs, are adapted, in the moft ftriking 
Manner, to the Relief of the diftrelTed. 

The Support, hitherto afforded by generous Benefaftors, has 
enabled the Governors to receive nearly Half a Million of Pa- 
tients fmce the Year 1740, labouring under the various Suffer- 
ings incident to human Life, of whom only a fmall Proportion 
has died, as appears by the General Accounts annually publiihed. 
—Thus POLICY and HUMANITY implore every poffible 
AfTiflance to an Objedl, fo diicingiiiflied in the great Syftem of 
Police and Commercial Interefl of our Country. 
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AH ACCIDENTS are received by this Hofpital without 
Recommendation or Security; and no Security is required for 
fuch Patients as are recommended. The Riches and increafing 
Commerce of the Nation, it is hoped/ are fuch, as will cherifh 
and fupport, in full Splendour, an InRitution fo pregnant with 
Beneficence, and produftive of the moft fubftantial Good, par- 
ticularly in the Prefervation of MANUFACTURERS and 
;SEAMEN. 

Thus may the Charity of the Individual be abundantly repaid 
in the National Credit and Felicity. 

Nor ought it to be forgotten, that there has been lately erefted, 
contiguous to the Hofpital, at the Coft of Individuals, a Theatre 
for Leftures, in the various Branches of Medicine ; fo that every 
Part of Medical Science is encouraged and promoted for the 
common Good. 

It is the great Aim of the Committee, that the Difburfements 
keep as equal Pace as polTible with the Liberality of the Public. 
This prudential Condudt is conceived to be the beft Security 
for the Permanency and Profperity of the Charity. They have, 
according]y, the Satisfadlion of having confiderably reduced the 
Expences of the Hofpital ; and truft, that, by purfuing the fame 
economical Plan, with the Affiftance that is reafonably expeded 
from the Humane and Opulent, an Extenfion of the prefent 
Syftem may fhortly be eiFefted. 

The prefent Anniverfary affords a noble Occafion of calling 
upon the Generofity of Fellow-fubjedls ; and the Fails fet forth 
teftify how far this Obje£l is deferving the Munificence of the 
AfHuent, and the Continuance of the Exertions of its prefent 
Priends and Supporters.

THIS CHARITY was, for feme Years, 
carried on in Prefcot-Jireet, Goodman's Fields t 
in feveral Houfes, hired upon Leafe for that Purpofe; 
till by the Decay of the Bailings, notwithftanding 
large Sums of Money had been expended to keep 
them in Repair, and the fmallnefs of the Rooms, 
The GOVERNORS were determined to open a 
SUBSCRIPTION, which might enable them to 
purchafe a Piece of Ground, and build a Houfe more 
proper for enlarging and perpetuating their benevo- 
lent Deiigns ; and which has been fmce happily 
efFeaed. 

The prefent HOSPITAL, in purfuance of this 
Scheme, was erefled by the voluntary CONTRI- 
BUTIONS of feveral Governors, ^z-^ifw for that Pur- 
pofe only, in an airy Situation near the Mount in Mile- 
End-Road, properly furnilhed, and fitted up with 
about 130 Beds, for the Reception of Patients.

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The SOCIETY, for carrying on this moH; ufeful 
Undertaking, is by the Charter, bearing Date the 
9th oi December, 1758. confirmed and declared to be a 
Body Corporate, by the Name of the GOVERNORS 
OF THE LONDON-HOSPITAL; and to confift of 
fuch Noblemen and Gentlemen as are therein enume- 
rated, and of thofe wlio were reputed Governors for 
Life at that Time : together with fuch others who, 
by giving a Benefadion of Thirty Cui/ieas, or more, 
at one Time, become Governors for Lifv' j and x)f 
thofe who, by fubfcribing Fii-e Guineas, or more, per 
Annum, are Governors during fuch Subfcriprion. 
Out of thefe are annually to be ekifted a PRESI- 
DENT, two, or more VICE-PRESIDENTS, and 
a TREASURER. 

A GENERAL COURT of Governors is appoint- 
ed, by the faid Charter, to be held on the firft Wed- 
vefday in the Months of March, 'June, September, and 
December; to dire£l the Application of the Com7non 
Seal, which they are hereby empon.vered to uje ; to elefl 
OfHcers ; appoint Committees ; receive the Reports of 
former ones ; infpeft Accounts ; make fuch By-Laws 
and Rules as fhall be judged neceffary for the good 
Government of the Charity; and to tranfaft fuch 
other Eulinefs as lhall be laid before them. 

Among the BY-LAWS, which the Governors in 
General Couris have, conformably to tlieir Charter, 
agreed upon, are the following : 

No annual Governor or Govcrnefs ihall vote at 
any Eledlion, who has not been a Governor or Go- 
vernefs one Year, the Eleftion Day inclufive. 

The ANNIVERSARY FESTIVAL of this 
Charity h held between the firft of February and the 
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laft Day oi April i when a printed REPORT of the 
General State of the Hofpital, the Number of Patients 
received and difcharged, and an Abftraft of the 
Accounts for the preceding Year, is laid before the 
Governors. 

A HOUSE-COMMITTEE of Thirty Gover- 
nors is annually appointed at the General Quarterly 
Court in December ; who, at their firft Meeting, eledt 
a Chairman to prefide for the Year. — They meet at 
the Hofpital on Tuefdaysy weekly, at Eleven in the 
Forenoon ; to difmifs and receive Patients ; to infpeft 
the Provifions and Furniture fent in ; to order fuch 
NecelTaries as may be wanted j to examine and direfl 
the Conduft of the Servants and Patients ; and to 
regulate other Matters which may be brought before 
them. 

A COMMITTEE OF ACCOUNTS, confifting 
of Twelve Governors, is. appointed at the General 
Quarterly Court in June, for one Year; who meet 
at the Hofpital, once a Quarter, to examine and audit 
Tradefmen's Bills, which are paid by the Treafurer 
within a Fortnight after. —Tlie Accounts are open at 
all Times for the Infpeftion of the Governors. 

A MEDICAL COMMITTEE, confiftlng of fuch 
a Number of Governors who praftife Phyfic, Sur- 
gery, or Pharmacy, or are converfant in the Know- 
ledge of Drugs or Medicines, as is judged proper, are 
elefted annually at the General Court in December. — 
The faid Committee order and infpefl the neceffiry 
Drugs and Medicines, and report their Proceedings 
to the Quarterly General Courts. 

Two Governors or more are appointed VISI- 
TORS, by the Houfe-Committee, for one Fortmght>,

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to attend twice a Week, or oftener, if they think pro- 
per, to infpeft into the Management and Condua; of 
the Houfe, during the Intervals of the Meetings of 
the Houfe-Committee. 

A CHAPLAIN, who is a Clergyman of the Church 
of England, preaches every Sunday, and reads Prayers 
Morning and Afternoon ; adminifters the Sacrament 
regularly every Month ; reads Prayers four Times 
Weekly j and is ready to vifit, pray by, and adminifter 
the Sacrament to, the Patients in the Wards, at all 
Times when required. 

Three PHYSICIANS attend alternately, one 
daily from Nine till Ele-ven, 

Three SUPvGEONS attend alternately ; one daily 
from Elewn till One, with an Affiftant SURGEON. 

Both PHYSICIANS and SURGEONS attend 
without Fee or Reward ; and give Advice and Affift- 
ance to all fuch Objefts as come within the above 
Hours, whether recommended or accidental. 

The Surgeon in v/aiting has two PUPILS con- 
ftantly in the Houfe to receive, and, if neceffary, to 
call him to fuch Accidents as lhall be brought in at 
any Hour of the Day and Night. 

An APOTHECARY conftantly refides at the 
Ho/pital, who compounds and difpenfes all Medicines 
ufed there, and folely attends the Bufmefs thereof. 

A STEWARD (for whofc Fidelity proper Secu- 
rity is given) has the Charge of the Houfe and Fur- 
niture, keeps an Account of every Thing brought to 
pr expended in the Houfe, and fubjeds the fame to the 
Examination of the Vifitors and Houfe-Committee; 
and alfo, has the Infpeftion of the Condudl of all 
the Men Servants. 
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A MATRON has the Direilion of the Nurfes, Mairon 
and other Women Servants; and particularly fuperin- 
tendsthe Adminiftration of the Diet and Medicines. 

The NURSES and WATCHERS are in Pro- n,,^, 
portion to the Number of Patients, and guided by Catchers, 
written Orders, to prevent Mifcondudl. — Proper 
Diet for tiie Patients has been fettled by the Phyli- 
cians and Surgeons ; and an Account of it is fixed up 
in the Wards, for the Satisfa£lion of the Patients and 
their Friends. 

No Officer or Servant is permitted, upoti Pain cf Rewards not . 
ExpulfioHy to take of any Tradefman, Patient, or other 
Perfon, any FEE, REWARD, or GRATUITY of 
any Kind, diredly or indireftly, for any Service Gone> 
or to be done, on Account of this Hofpital. 

Every GOVERNOR is entitled to have one In- Governors 
Patient, and Four Out-Patients, at a Time. Sub- 
fcribers of Sums lefs than are Qualifications to become 
a Governor niay likevvife fend Out-Patients. Sub- 
fcriptions are during Pleafure ; and any fmall Sums 
fromwell-difpofed Perfons will be thankfully received, 
but, in Order to carry on this Undertaking, all Per- 
fons are defired to pay their Subfcription- Money at 
the Time of fubfcribing. 

The poor Obj efts recommended as IN-PATIENTS proper 
are received without Expence, and are fupplied with j^^- 
Ad'Vice, Medicine, Diet, Wajhing, Lodging, and e--vcry 
oiper Kind of comfortable AJffiance, during their Cure ; 
nor is any Security required againft future Contin- 
gencies, as, in cafe of Death, they are buried at the 
Expence of the Charity, if not removed by their 
Frimds.— OUT-PATIENTS have Advice and Me- 
dicines adminiitered dailvj 
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^1/ ACCIDENTS, <with or ^Mithoiit Recommenda- 
ilons, are recei'ved at any Hour of the Day or Night. 

Thi-s is the Plan of the Proceedings of the Hofpital ; 
and fuch lias been the extraordinary Encouragement 
given to it, that fince the Period of its EftablilTimenr, 
on the 3d of November, 1740, it has afforded Relief 
to upwards of 469,342 difcreffed Objefts ; who, from 
labouring under the Opprefiion of the moll malignant 
Difeafes and unhappy Accidents, have been reinftated 
in their honeft and induftrious Capacities of working ; 
and, fo far as Obfervation has- extended, their Morals 
alfohaue been much amended; whereby the Public have 
again enjoyed the Advantage of their Labour, and 
they and their poor Families been preferved from 
peri&ing, and prevented from becoming a Burthen, 
inftead of being a Benefit, to the Community. 

The Governors are requefted not to fend any 
Patient unable to walk, till they are firft affured of 
Room in the Houfe ; and when they recommend an 
In-Patient, v/hofe Settlement is in the Country, it is 
cxpeded, that they fatisfy the Houfe-Committee con- 
cerning the Removal of fuch Patient, when cured, or 
judged incurable. 

No Perfon of known Ability to pay for Advice are 
allowed to partake of this Charity : Nor are any 
admitted ir.io the Houfe with infedious Diftempersj 
or, who are Aflhniadc or Confumptive, or decerned 
iicurr.ble or improper by the Phyficians or Surgeons :

In Point of Air, Situation, and Strufture, there has not hitherto, 
it is apprehended, been erefted in tiie Kingdom, any Afylum, for 
the Relief of the diltreffed and ilck Poor, more calculated to anfwer 
that important End than the LONDON-HOSPITAL, the 
WARDS of which are large, and their Ceilings lofty. The Ele- 
vation of the Ground, on which it ftands, appears to be no lefs than 
30 Feet above the Level of the River at high Water. 

Its Proximity to the River, together with its Situation on one of 
the molt public Roads, renders it liable to the Application of 
more Accident -Patients than any neighbouring Hofpital. — Of 
Patients in the Houfe at one Time, the Average Number is 
generally about 1 30. But if the Finances would permit all the Wards 
to be opened, they would contain 400 and upwards, a Number not 
greater than Petitions for AdmilTion require.

CONDITION PRIOR TO TREATMENT 

The original pamphlet cover was soiled. The sewing was intact. The 
text was flexible, and slightly soiled. The edges were trimmed into the 
text. There leaves were stained. The pH of the paper was 5.6. 

TREATMENT 

The text block was disbound. The edges of the text block and heavily 
soiled leaves were surface cleaned with grated and solid vinyl erasers. 
The text was washed in a bath of deionized water and deacidified in an 
aqueous solution of magnesium bicarbonate. The leaves were repaired 
with Japanese paper and wheat starch paste. The book was resewn by 
hand with unbleached Irish linen thread with the addition of new end 
leaves of handmade paper. The spine was lined with both Japanese and 
Western paper using wheat starch paste adhesive, and a layer of 
unbleached Irish linen with PVA adhesive. The book was recovered in 
a non-adhesive paper cover that is reinforced with acid-free buffered 
board. The surface pH after treatment was 8.7. 
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
